Applicant asserts that Sampat does not disclose a plurality of server sinks. 

Examiner respectfully point out that Sampat discloses a plurality of server sinks by using sink Media Service Providers MSPs to provide 
monitoring services capabilities to server applications and assisting in local playing or recording of data streams (see fig. 18, col. 9 line 10 
to col. 10 line 46) configured to receive events (chanel programs) generated by the managed objects and distribute the events from a 
plurality of different ones of the event distribution server sinks (distributing chanel programs and data streams, see col. 13 line 62 to 
col. 14 line 57) . 

Applicant asserts that the combination of Baker and Sampat does not teach or suggest an event gateway comprising a plurality of server 
sinks configured to receive events generated by the managed objects and distribute events to the one or more manager . 
Examiner points out that the' combination of Baker and Sampat does not teach or suggest an event gateway comprising a plurality of 
server sinks (Media Service Providers) configured to receive events generated by the managed objects and distribute events to the one or 
more manager (Media Service managers) as Applicant's claimed invention. 

Applicant asserts that the Barker reference does not disclose one or more managed object (generating object applications and to deliver 



Examiner respectfully point out that Barker discloses one or more managed object (generating object applications 44 and 50 of fig. 2) to 
deliver events (see col.1 1 lines 47-60). Furthermore, Barker discloses all resources and elements that can be managed representing in 
the system as a managed object which provides attibutes, methods and notifications that ares used by client application to manage the 
object (see col. 13 line 47 to col. 14 line 33). 

Therefore, the examiner asserts that cited prior art teaches or suggests the subject matter broadly recited in independent claims 1, 14 
and 27. 

Claims 2 9, 11-13, 15-22, 24-27, 29-35 and 37-39 are also rejected at least by virtue of their dependency on independent claims and by 
other reasons set forth in the previous office action. Accordingly, claims 1, 9, 11-22, 24-35 and 37-39 are respectfully rejected. . 
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
